Bs At present, sulphuric acid is hard to obtain in Austria. This acid and its 
derivates ara badly needed for the paper industry); fron preduction, explosives, 
fertilizer, etc. The only plant currently producing sulphuric acid is Chemische 
Werke Wagemmann, Seybel and Co., A.G. at Liesing, whose output totals about 
7,000 tons a years the plant specializes in the production of battery acid. 
Thie goncern was formerly Austrian state propery but is now under Soviet 
requisition and is selling limited amounts of acid only at a hich price of 
806 echillings a ton. 


3. Official estimates of Austria's sulphuric acid needs set by the Ministry for 
Trade and Reconstruction were established at 50,000 tons annually. 
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
